HOUSE ABSENTEES UNSEATED 


Senator Mitchell Releases Ilia Sup- 


porters from Farther 


Obligations. 


SALEM, Or., February 19.—The IcgiG- 


lature today refused to adjourn finally. 
Thft Beoeou bouse unseated the twenty- 
•fleven unqualilied members and re-or- 
.ganizatiou appears now tr>be the proba- 
ble result. Before the principal eveuta 
and results of tliie fortieth day of the 
-legislative eeaaion the joint Mitchell as- 
l)ly hold two eeauioiiB, and thirty-eix 
members responded to roll call each 
time. The noon convention was per- 
functory only, and adjournment was 
$akeu till tonight at 10.30. 


The program of forcing a ballot for 


"United States senator with a joint con- 
vention made up of not leea than thirty- 
two was likewise.given up. Itaimply 
could not be carriad out; too many 
members objected. But the preliminary 
atep was taken in a manner the Mitch- 
ell management had not calculated oil. 
The framere of the Crawford resolution, 
uiiBeutiuK the tweuty-seven members, 
wavered in their support of it, but the 
majority waa bunt on ungu&tiug the ab* 
eenteea mid adopted the resolution by a 
vote of lit ayes to 11 noes. Crawford 
voted against hia own reaolutiou. 


The effect o£ this actiou will be found 


not to bo important. The anti-Mitchell 
majority in the senate, by an unexpected 
•movement, forced the light on final ad- 
journment and won it. 
They fore- 


stalled the introduction of a Bine die ad- 
journment resolution by moving that 
when the senate adjourn it be until 
Monday. It carried, 10ayesand 14 iioee. 
The senate's early action influenced the 
•entire day's proceedings. The houee 
was larced to follow iu the Game course, 
inasmuch aa tho constitution preventu 
final adjournment of one branch with- 
out the coneent of the other. Beaides, 
adjournment would have been the for- 
mal breaking up of tho Boneon orjani- 
zation. 
It was feared that if this wore done 


many members would remain and aeeiBt 
the l>avie houee in organizing. The 
Mitchell inaiiiiKOiiient, too, decided to 
continue bui.li tho Ilonaon organization 
and joint assembly ae the moat effectual 
meatia of (-•riedftimtinK tho plan of reor- 
Kanix-ation. It ia uow proposed to con- 
tinue both ue long as tho senate refuses 
to coneent to end tho BUBIUOU. The joint 
.assembly tomorrow will not be import- 
ant in reeulta.

Releases His Supporters From Fur- 


ther Obligations. 


HAI.KM, Ore., February 10.—A. lotter 


•from Senator Mitchell addroaeod to Sen- 
ator HugUtiH, chairman uf the llupub- 
lican cauciia, was read in the conference 
held today. Senator Mitchell reviews 
the facts of his nomination by the Ke- 
puhlicau caucus, the eubaequent refusal 
of the minority to qualify and permit 
the houee to be organised, and cloaua by 
releasing his supporters from any fur- 
ther obligations.

ENTERPRISE. 


Power to be Transmitted Seventy' 


Five Miles by Pole Line. 


SAN BKHNAUWNO, February 19.—Im- 


portant electrical enterprises are on foot 
in this vicinity. A corporation to be 
known as the Southern California Power 
Company has been organized with a 
capital etock ol $1,000,000. The prin- 
cipal stockholders are Henry Fisher of 
Pittabur«, Pa., and H. H. Sinclair, 
president and manager of the Red lauds 
Electric Light and Power Company. 
The principal place of business of the 
corporation is lledlande. The purpose 
of the companyia to develop power from 
the Santa Ana river by taking the water 
out at the junction of Bear Creek and 
the Santa Ana river, carrying it in a 
cement ditch and tunnels about four 
miles, thus securing a fall of 1000 to 1100 
feet, aud then returning the water again 
to the atream.' The power will be trans- 
mitted by pole line seventy-five miles to 
Los Angeiee, there to be used to sup- 
plant steam power now used to develop 
electricity for lighting nnd railroad com- 
parties. It will be the longest line and 
handle the highest voltage (30,000 volts) 
in use in the world, Tho line will run 
through San Bernardino, Pomona, On- 
tario and Pasadena and will be able to 
supply all power needed in these towns. 
Work will he begun iu the Santa Ana 
canyon as aoon as surveys are completed, 
which will be about April 1, 1897. It ia 
proposed to deliver power into Los 
Angeles by January 1,1898.

over here havo been largely misstated by 
the press of all countries, and their very 
nature made impossible and premature 
discussion 
which could 
only 
have 


thwarted the whole object of my trip. I 
am therefore unable to contradict then 
or issue a statement on ttie subject. I 
am satisfied to abido by the result when 
all will be known. 


"I have everywhere been receive( 


with tho utmost courtesy aad kindness 
of officials and financiers. I have no 
seen many bimetallifits and could no 
give the time to accept their hoapitali 
ties, as to do so would be simply swing 
ing round tho circle and tlio passini 
anew of resolutions which were paaaet 
[or yeire, Tho gold men were those 
was after, and I must say they receivet 
me with very apparent desire to assis 
my plane eo far as they coald do so. 


"I was received by Prince Hohenlohi 


with the utmost kindness and fttten 
tion. I am afraid from tho statement 
of the North German Gazette yesterday 
(which, referring to the far-reachin 
bimetallic conclusions some newspaper 
attached to the visit, declared that th 
senator's audience was purely one o 
courtesy), that some ardent silverito ha 
been talking. Bat I saw none of tber 
in Berlin, and the statements to w hie 
the North German Oazrttc refers wer 
not inspired by mo or by my acts. C 
conrse, in coming here, 1 took my fat

Police Judno Joachimsen adjudged At- 
torneys Smith and Oofiey guilty of con- 
tempt of court and sentenced each to 
pay a fine of f 100 with the alternative 
of ependins twenty-lour 'hours in the 
ounty jail. Thov refused to pay their 
ne and are now imprisoned in the 
Jroadway bastile. 


All tbe trouble arose ovar the ques- 
lon ol identification which lias boen tbe 
lig bone of contention since the day the 
)ninese tirst appeared in court. Today 
he case of Lee Ohun, which had been 
ummarily set lor trial by n jury, came 
n. When the case was called the do- 
oudant apparently was not present. 
Attorney Louderback, special counsel 
jr the" prosecution, asked tbat the 
; 
risoner's attorneys be ordered to bring 
im before the bar of tho court. 
To this the defendant's attorneys oh- 


ected upon the ground that there was 
10 law tinder which they could be com- 
pelled to produce their client. They 
said he was in tho court room and that 
was sufficient. The only purpose, they 
contended, that the prosecution had m 
asking tbat such an order be made was 
to give the arresting olEcers an oppor- 
tunity to identify 
tbo prisoner. As 


identification was a part ol hia defense, 
they said it would not do to compel him 
to come out witli his countrymen pres- 
ent in the court room and thus make 
himself kuown. It devolved upon tho 
arresting officers, they argued, to pick 
him out from among the number of Chi- 
nese present, aud if they failed to do 
that he would have to bo discharged. 


Londerback insisted upon his motion 


and Judge Joiichimsen made the order 
that Lee Chun's attorneys produce him 
at the bar of the court. They refuted to 
obey the order, contending that the 
court had no right to make it. 


IrlllROVICH IN TROUBLE. 


The Ex-Restaurateur Accused of Ar- 


son at Porterville. 


M. Mitrovich, formerly a well known 


restaurateur of this city, was arrested 
a fow days ago on a charge ol arson. 
The crime is alleged to have been com- 
mitted at Portorville last July. Mitro- 
vich had a fruit stand between a saloon 
and a packing houso and all three build- 
ings were destroyed by fire. Mitrovich 
remained in Portarville several weeks 
without any suspicion being expressed 
that be had anything to do with tho lire, 
and then went to southern California. 
Recently some "hawkehawB" came to 
tho conclusion that "Jlit" had set his 
place on lire and had him arrested. The 
ex-restaurateur was taken into custody 
at San Diego several days ago and 
brought back to Porterville. 


It is stated by Mitrovich's friends that 


the firo began in tho saloon and that 
Mitrovicb was asleep over his storo and
